Roosevelt said, had been dispatched 
to Rear Admiral Joseph W. Oman, 
naval governor of the islands, suc- 
cessor to Read Admiral Oliver, who 
returned to the United States last 
April. : :

On the basis of the in- 
formation given him by Admiral 
Oliver, the acting secretary esti- 
mated that approximately $500,000 
in government funds should be e%, 
pended in the island yearly for 
fzome time to come on public im- 
provéments, such as road-building, 
sanitation and waterworks. He said 
the navy had spent considerable 
money from its war emergency fun1 
for these purposes during the last 
two years, and asserted that the Red 
Cross had assisted the natives to 
get around the predicament in 
which the war had placed them. 

Hard Hit by War. 


Admiral Oliver admitted that the 
war tfhad hit the islands hard, par- 
ticularly St. Thomas, which had 
lived mainly on its importance as a 
port of call and a Caribbean mecca | 
for tourists, attracted by the famous 
harbor of Charlotte Amelia. The 
war, Admiral Oliver said, had elim- 
inated the shipping and the tourist 
travel to a large extent and “St. 
Thomas, which is hardly more than 
a rock, could not begin to support 
its population. On the other hand, 
he said, the isiand of Santa Cruz, 
where sugar-growing flourishes, 
had prospered. St. John, the other 
island of the group, has no industry 
beyond the manufacture of bay rum, 
and its plight apparently is the 
most pitiful of the three at the 
present time. 

Admiral Oliver declared, however, 
that conditions were improving 
rapidly when he left the islands in 
April and it is his belief that the 
navy with sufficient funds can put 
the islands on their feet. He scout- 
ed the idea that the’ inhabitants 
were in real danger of starvation.

Why should you 
negotiate peace alone?’ M. Barthou 
asked.

At the sugges- 
tion of Senator Knox, republican, 
Pennsylvania, Charles W. Russell, 
minister to Persia under the Taft 
administration, appeared before the 
committee and presented for its con- 
sideration a copy of the recently ne- 
gotiated treaty between Great Brit- 
ain and Persia under which Mr. Rus- 
sell said Great Britain would be 
given valuable rights and powers in 
Persia. . } 

The treaty, as quoted by Mr. Rus- 
sell, provides for control of Persian 
financial and military matters by 
joint British-Persian commissions, 
but Senator Knox declared that by 
the terms of the treaty the deci- 
sions of the British members would 
be final.

Mr. Russell told the committee he 
had obtained the copy he read “con- 
fidentially”’ and would not disclose 
the source, but added that it was 
authentic. 

Senator Swanson, democrat, Vir- 
ginia, asked if it was 4 secret trea-

nor for that matter could it be con- 
stitutional in any case. 

“No constitution,” he said, “could 
contemplate giving either the par- 
liament or the executive or both the 
powers to commit national hara- 
kiri.’”’

Sweet Potatoes 
May Help Reduce 
High Living Cost 


Prison Commission Jani- 

tor Not Worried Over 
Coffee—Buttermilk and 
Water Good Enough, 
He Claims. 


If the high cost of living comes 
to the very worst, Charlie Ray, the 
elderty janitor of the state prison 
commission, who remembers c.vil 
war times, says that he has lived 
on buttermilk and water once and 
he can do it again. As for the 
soaring price of coffee and the 
threatened shortage of this bever- 
age, it worries’ him not at all. 

“Coffee's just a new thing, any- 
how,” Charlie added, with a sort of 
contempt that only one could feel 
who puts his faith in buttermilk and 
co’nbread, rather than in the daint!es 
of modern epicureanism. 

Judge R. E. Davidson, member of 
the prison commission, was having 
his shoes shined by Charlie when 
the old negro gave vent to his feel- 
ings on the food situation. 

“I well remember the time,” the 
judge said, “when we had no coffee, 
and couldn’t get any. We made a 
drink out of sweet potatoes cut thin, 
dried and roasted and mixed with 
barley. It made a fairly good sub- 
stitute, too.” 

According to W. J. Lyon, assistant 
director of the state market bureau, 
this ‘s not the only instance of po- 
tatoes playing a saving part. He re- 
ferred to the story of the revolution- 
ary war, when General Francis Ma- 
rion entertained a British officer 
during a brief truce, serving him 
roasted sweet potatoes on a pine 
bark end water in gourds. 

The British officer asked if this 
were th? food of the soldiers, and 
General Marion said: “Yes. We 
have plenty of sweet pofatoes, guns, 
powder and balls, and all enlisted 
for the war.” 

It was through the efforts of the 
Georgia market bureau that sweet 
potatoes were finally put on the 
army ration list, as a result of 
which many men from the middle 
west or other sections where the 
yam is not well known, are now in- 
teresting themselves in distributing 
it through their territory. 

Several of the large commission 
houses of the east are starting a 
movement to build curing houses for 
sweet potatoes in.Georgia, with the 
belief that this article will take 
well with their customers. 

Mr. Lyon pointed out Tuesday that 
this development of the sweet po- 
tato is well-founded, since it has a 
h'gher calorie value than white po- 
tatoes, It has also a larger per- 
centage of sugar and starch than its 
cousin, and meets all palatable re- 


quirements as well.

RETAILERS BLAMED 
FOR SWOLLEN PRICES 


Boston, September 2.—State’s at- 
torneys gencral, mecting here pre- 
liminary to the American Bar as- 
sociation, convening tomorrow, 
agreed today that it was advisable 
for them to take concerted action to 
check profiteering. In the expecta- 
tion that Attorney General A. 
Mitchell Palmer would address them 
tomorrow on the effect of legislation 
on living costa, actionon the matter 
was postponed. Subsequently it 
was learned that Mr. Palmer would 
be unable to come here because of 
ill health. 

Attorney General John G. Price, 
of Ohio, advocated complete fed- 
eral supervision of cold storage 
plants. His suggestion that the bar 
association draft uniform laws re- 
garding hoarding, margins of prof- 
its, etc., for submission to all states, 
was followed by the introduction of 
a resolution to this effect by Dep- 
uty Attorney General William M. 
Hargest, of Pennsylvania. The res- 
olution was tabled temporarily. 

Samuel M. Shields, attorney gen- 
eral of Utah, was one of several 
speakers who charged the retailers 
with a larce meastire oi .esponsibil- 
ity for swollen prices. He asserted 
that he had positive proof that an 
organization of retailers in his state 
employed a man to telephone each 
member of the “ring” ev. ry“Monday 
what the prices would be for that 
week on certain articles. Jobbers, 
Mr. Shields said, were pledged not 
to sell to retailers who refused to 
abide by these prices. This organi- 
zation, he asserted, could not 
reached by the anti-trust laws. 

The American Institute of Crimi-

Washington, September 2.—Sharp 
criticism in the senate today by 
Senator Frelinghuysen, republican 
of New Jersey, of Attorney General 
Palmer drew a vigorous defense of 
Mr. Palmer from Senator Under- 
wood of Alabama and Williams of 
Mississippi. democrats. 

The New Jersey senator, replying 
to accusations made against him 
by Mr. Palmer in & recent state- 
ment, assailed Mr. Palmer's admin- 
istration of the alien property cus- 
todian's office and flatly charged 
him with having pro-German sym- 
pathies before the entrance of this 
country into the war, and declared 
he had “received German agents in 
his own house.” 


Mr. Frelinghuysen also asserted 


Qthat Mr. Palmer was the “inter- 


médiary” with President Wilson for 
German interests seeking to ccn- 
done the Lusitania incident. 

The senator was replying to the 
attorney general’s statement issued 
last Saturday charging that Mr. 
Frelinghuysen was pleasing Ger- 
many by his official attitude. Mr. 
PalfMer’s nomination as attorney 
general was confirmed last week 
after a fight had been made on him 
by Mr. Frelinghuysen. 

“Mr. Palmer.” said the New Jer- 
sey senator, “is pursuing the same 
methods as he has used before, 
shouting pro-Germanism at those 
who oppose his high-handed meth- 
ods. He will not hesitate to use all 
the great power of his office to in- 
timidate those who oppose him. He 
has learned from the German 
agents. He is more Prussian than 
the Prussians.”

Supported Autocratic Rulers. 
“Had the people of Austria in the 


the militarist and domineering spirit 
by which the government of the 
Havnsburg monarchy was animated; 
had they made any effective protest 
against the war, or refused to assist 
or support their rulers in prosecut- 
ing it, some attention might now 
be paid to this plea, but the fact 
that the war was acclaimed on its 
outbreak in Vienna, that the people 
of Austria were its ardent support- 
ers from start to finish, and that 
they did nothing to  disassociace 
themselves from the policy of their} 
government and its allies until they 
had been defeated in the field makes 
it clear that, according to any canon 
of justice, they must be held to bear 
their full measure of responsibility 
for a crime which has brought such 
misery on the world. 

“There is, however, a further fact 
to which the allies and associated 
powers feel bound to point. The 
Hapsburg system became in its es- 
sence a system maintaining the as- 
cendancy of the German and Magyar 
peoples over a majority of the in- 
habitants of the Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy. This ancient and effete 
autocracy, With its militarist tradi- 
tions, was maintained in existence 
through the vigorous support of the 
inhabitants of Austria and Hungary 
because it gave to them a position 
of political and economic domination 
over their fellow subjects. 

Policy of Racial Oppression. 

“It was a polley of racial as- 
cendancy and oppression to which 
the people of Austria gave their 
steady support, which was one of 
the deeper causes of the war. It 
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led to those irridentist movements 
along the frontiers of Austria and 
Hungary, which kept Europe in a 
ferment of unrest; it led to the 
growing dependence of Austro-Hun- 
gary on Germany, and consequently 
to the growing dependence of the 
Austro-Hungarian policy to the Ger- 
man plans of domination, and, in the 
end, it led to a situation in which 
the rulers of the Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy could see no other way 
of preserving their own power than 
to set to work deliberately to de- 
stroy the liberty of small and de- 
pendent nations, which kept alive 
the vision of liberty among their 
oppressed brethren and which block- 
ed the way to Constantinople and 
he East. 

° “In the opinion, therefore, of the 
allied and associated powers, it 
impossible to admit the plea of the 
Austrian delegation that the people 
of Austria do not share the respon- 
sibility of the government which 
provoked the war, or that they are 
to escape the duty of making repar- 
ation to the utmost of their capaci- 
ty to those whom they and the gO0v- 
ernment they sustained have _ so 
grievously wronged. The principles 
upon which the draft treaty is based 
must, therefore, stand. 

“IIntil the signing of peace, the 
people of Austria are, and will re- 
main, an enemy people; upon fts 
signature they will become a state 
with whom the allied and associated 
powers hope and expect to maintain 
friendly relations.

She is dependent, in return for re- 
ciprocal obligations to supply cer- 
tain raw “materials. Outstanding 
questions affecting nationals of Aus- 
tria, which require settlement ba- 
tween Austria and its inheriting 
neighbors are to be regulated by 
separate conventions, and these con- 
ventions are to be drawn up by a 
conference to which Austria will pe 
admitted on a footing of equality 
With the other states concerned. 

“Details of these and other con- 
cessions will be found in the an- 
nexed reply. Finally, the reparation 
commission will be instructed to 
carry out the duties confided to it 
in a strictly humanitarian manner. 
It will have due regard to the vital 
interests of the community and will 
permit any mitigations which may 
be considered required for the food 
situation in Austria. 

**(4) As regards the terri- 
torial limits established for the re- 
public of-Austria, the allied and as- 
sociated powers are unable to admit 
any modifications in the decisions 
already communicated. These deci- 
sions were arrived at after months 
of careful examination and the ob- 
servations furnished by the Austrian 
delegation have been found to con- 
tain no arguments which had not 
been considered by the conference. 

‘The allied and associated powers 
endeavored to determine the bound- 
aries of the states formed out of the 
late Austro-Hungarian monarchy in 
such an equitable way as to bring a 
lasting peace to central Europe. 
Thus they have drawn for Czecho- 
Slovakia, the historical frontiers of 
the crown of Bohemia, and, so far 
as Austria is concerned, they have 
only departed from this frontier in 
wo minor instances where the eco- 
nomic interests of the new state ap- 
peared, and still appear, to out- 
weigh the claims of the Austrian re- 
public. 

The Case of Jugo-Slavia. 

‘In the case of Jugo-Slavia, the 
allied and. associated powers have, 
so far as was possible, followed the 
admitted linguistic boundary. AS 
regards Hungary, they have includ- 
ed within Austria certain German- 
speaking districts hitherto included 
within the Hungarian frontier. _ 

“They believe that the frontiers 
now arranged are those which will 
best guarantee the existence of all 
the peoples concerned, including 
Austria, without exposing them to 
anarchy or internecine competition. 

“Ag regards $yrol, the allied and

Pricés will be fixed on all commodities of- 
fered for sale in those retail stores. The 
price fixed upon a commodity will be the 
siies price for the article delivered to the 
consumer anywhere in the United States, 
Under this plan there will be no discrimina- 
tion ins cost between the purchaser who 
buys over the counter and the purchaser 
who acquires articles through mail orders. 
The purchaser who buys over the countef? 
Will have the satisfaction of inspecting the 
articles desired; the purchaser who buys 
through the mails will have the goods pur- 
chased delivered at jhe counter price. 

Goods sold by naif orders will be deliv- 
ered through the parcels post, but the sales 
will not be made, as was the case in the 
sale of subsistence, through the postoffice 
department. Purchasers desiring to buy by 
mail order will send their orders direct to 
the stores established by the war depart- 
ment. To expedite and facilitate mail order 
sales, the war department bas requested the 
postoffice department to establish parcels 
post substations in each of the stores which 
it proposes to open. The war department 
will prepare catalogues quoting prices and 
enumerating the location of stores to which 
residents of each of the several states 
should address their mail ‘orders. These 
catalogues will be made available to the 
public at every postoffice and postoffice 
substation in the United States, and the 
commydities offered for sale and sales price 
will be made public through the press. 


Will Redistribute Stock. 


The stock of each commodity, the surplus 
of which is sufficiently large to justify such 
procedure, will be redistributed throughout 
the country and allocated to the selling cen- 
ters on the basis of population of the ter- 
ritory supplied by each particular store, 
thus assuring the residents of each state 
of their proper allotment. 

While the war department has not yet 
definitely determined upon the cities in 
which stores will be established, the pres- 
ent plan is to open stores in the fourteen 
zone supply cities which are: Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Atlanta, Jef- 
fersonville, Ind., Chicago, St. Louis, New 
Orleans, San Antonio, Omaha, El Paso, San 
Francisco, and Washington. It is expected 
that in those sections of the country in 
which large areas are embraced in zone 
boundaries additional cities will be selected 
as sale centers. 

This plan of the war department will 
make directly available to the American 
public the war department’s large surplus 
stocks of socks, underwear, shirts, rain- 
coats, blankets, gloves, tobacco, soap, and 
other household commodities. 

The war department will announce in the 
near future the names of the cities in 
which retail stores are to be established, 
and will make public, as soon as the cata-

10 OPEN STORES

The 
stores will not only sell over the 
counter, but persons living outside 
the cities where the stores are locat- 
ed may order their goods by mail 
at the same prices at which the 
goods are sold in the stores.

having started a building fund for 
citizens who wish to build homes 
or buy farms, and before long the 
state will control the elevators, 


Facts Stand Out. 


Despite the split in the Nonpar- 
tisan league, those facts stand out, 
although what the league has been 
able to do is very limited, very 
small even for a state of the size 
of North Dakota, with its 700.000 
or §00,000 inhabitants. The first 
mill, for instance, which was pur- 
chased by the state last week, is 
valued at $36,000 and has a capacity 
of only 125 barrels of flour a day. 
Sut the Nonpartisan league says 
that is only a beginning and that 
the start must be on a small scale 
because the radical program of the 
organization is an experiment. So 
it is with everything else. 

To obtain a true perspective of 
the situation here it must be said 
that, while the Nonpartisan league 
has controlled the state offices and 
legislature some two or three years, 
the league did not attempt to ecar- 
ry out its program of state owner- 
ship until the last session of the 
rlegislature and the referendum eleec- 
tion of this summer.

They failed partly 
because, as Denmark’s ex-Premier 
Neergard declared, “the passion of 
Scandinavians is for complete inde- 
pendence and for voluntary, not 
compulsory, inter-support,” and 
partly because new disturbing fac- 
tors came into the situation. These 
factors were the independence of 
Finiand, now formally recognized by 
the whole world, and later the inde- 
pendence of the former Russian Bal- 
tic provinces, which has been recog- 
nized de facto by the majority of 
the world’s states. These new con- 
ditions, coming simultaneously with 
the collapse of Germany and with 
renewed threats from  bolshevist 
Russia, practically killed pacifist 
“Scandinavism” and set in its Place

Creator of eague. 

The creator of, and chief enthusi- 
ast for, the Baltic league idea is 
General Baron Karl Mannerheim, ex- 
president of Finland, who was for- 
mally invested last fall With all 
the prerogatives exercised by the 
former Swedish kings, and who js 


the ablest man of acti 

by Finland in moderk Simun Tee 
race, Mannerheim is a pure Swede. 
and most of his family are settled 
in Sweden; by training he is a Rus- 
Sian cavalry officer—he dealt Aus- 
tria many hard blows in Galicia in 
1914-1916, but at heart he is a fanat- 
ical and devoted Finn. Healthy 
ruthlessness is the secret of his rise. 
At Tarnow, in Galicia, in early 19145, 
ne deliberately sent two squadrons 
of Russia’s best avalry to certain 
death—only sixty en survived, but 
he thereby helped the Russo-Bulgar 
commander, Kadko-Dimitriyeff, to 
wina big success. Mannerheim’s se- 
cret is that he hates and dreads Rus- 
Sia and Germany equally. and thet 
he believes his native Finland wil} 
lose its new independence the mo- 
ment these countries revive. In this 
he has reason, for the Jingo ex- 
Foreign Minister Sazonoff, now a 
member of Kolchak’s cabinet, 
bland!yv declared that if his party 
Wins Finland will lose its independ- 
ence. “An aggressive defender’ is 
Mannerheim’s description of himself. 
Me believes in sharp, preventive 
measures against bolshevik Russia, 
against Germany, against any group 
of powers that dares threaten little 
Finland's security; and he proclaims, 
With cynical frankness that “the 
state on earth, if only it 
shows sufficient fight, can bring to

Forma] Written Alliance. 

The Baltic league, in its ultimate 
form, {s a formal written alliance of 
all the small states bordering on the 
Baltic sea. It is an outcome of the 
looser form of ‘union known as 
“Seandinavian,’ which the world- 
war at first revived and then effect- 
ually killed. “Scandinavism” aimed 
ut closer union,of the three strictly 
seandinavian countries — Sweden, 
Denmark and Norway. All these 
countries have at past stages of 
their history been united. From the 
fourteenth to the sixteenth century 
all three were united under the 
“Kalmar union,” and after that Nor- 
way for three hundred years re- 
mained subject to Denmark. When 
that stage ended in 1814 Norway was 
united to Sweden, and not until 1995 
were: all the three Scandinavian 
states independent, In the past Nor- 
way, Sweden and Denmark, all at 
different times, vigorously 
and fought one another. But

Under the proposed plan, the oe 
clubs would share in the receipts 
of the first five games instead of 
the first four, as in former years. 
The victorious team would have to 
take five of the nine contests to win 
the world championship. .Hereto- 
fore the championship was decided 
when one of the clubs won four of 
the seven contests. The players 
would divide their apportioned shar 
of the five-game receipts on a 60 
and 40 per cent basis, 60 per cent 
going to the winning club. 

August Herrmann, chairman of 
the commission, explained that the 
recommendation was made to bene- 
fit the public by permitting a larger 
number of persons to see at least 
of the games. Although tne 
Cincinnati club has not clinched the 
National league pennant, Chairman 
Herrmann, who also is president of 
the Reds, said he had received 29,000 
applications for seats outside of Cin- 
cinnati.

They should be his spiritual 
reading, and no golfer should step 
near tee without knowing | these 
rules of conduct. Golf etiquette 
aims to regulate ones conduct to- 
ward one’s fellow-players, and . a 
knowledge of it will help us to see 
ourselves as other golfers see us. 

Agreeable companionship on the 
links is one of the great atractions 
of golf. indeed a famous golfer has 
said that companionship is the chief 
‘oy of the game. Look around you 
at any club and you will see that 
the man who frequently disregards 
the etiquette of the game has few 
invitations to play with the more 
desirable players, for there 1s no 
surer way to lose popularity than 
selfish violation of the rights of 
others. Try not to earn this sort of 
unpopularity. 

Talking and moving 
player is about to drive 
ous offense, and so 18 1 
within a player's line of vision. 
Keep a good distance away. Re- 
placing divots is a rule to be faith- 
fully lived up to. 

When several matches are on the 
fairway, singles, foursomes, etc., the 
player farthest away (technically 
designated “away") invariably plays 
first.

There is such a thing, too, as in- 
sisting too much upon one’s own 
rights. Although golf is not golf 
if not played according to the rules, 
the average player should avoid the 
manners of a schoolmaster on the 
links. Rules should be enforced by 
officials. In all the years I have 
been playing golf I have never 
called a hole, or stroke, on any one 
through a technicality. J] have no 
desire to win except by actual 
strokes. As a consequence, I have 
lost many important matches: but T 
feel that I have gained much of 
more importance. To my way of 
thinking, it is better to give your 
opponent a little more than he has a 
right to ask. 

Summed up, golf etiquette is re- 
card for the other fellow. It means 
avoiding offense, being not unduly 
depressed over ill fortune, or puffed 
up over good. 


“And if you fall. or if you rise, 
Be each, pray God, a gentleman.”

‘Playing the Infield Close. 
There is more argument on teams 
about how the infield should be 
played at certain stages of a zame 
than about almost any simple prob- 


lem of baseball. 

The problem, in the first plaoe, 
is one for the managers who must 
decide whether the stage of the 
game justifies riskjng the chance of 
allowing the opporfent one run, That 
is merely the study of the stage 
of the game. To draw the four 
infielders close, pull the outfield in 
to short throwing distance and to 
strive to cut off the runner at the 
plate, almost doubles: the chances 
of a batter making a safe hit if 
he hits the ball at all, on the ground. 
In such a contingency thé batter 
inevitably will shorten the grip on 
his bat slightly and strive to crash 
the ball on the ground or chop it on 
top -for a slow bounder. 

The teams, Which, in such a con- 
tingeney. rely upon long sacrifice 
flies, are fewer and fewer. Fully 
50 per cent of the hits that get 
through an infield playing close 
are balls that could have been han- 
dled by the infielders had they been 
playing back in their natural posi- 
tions. The distance from the plate 
at which a close-drawn infield plays 
must vary in direct ratio to the 
speed of the runner on third base. 
With a slow runner trying to score, 
the teams play the “middle dis- 
tance.” 

The problem becomes more com- 
plicated when runners are on first 
and third and the situation affords 
greater chances for making plays. 
With the best teams the first and 
third hagemen play close to the 
Plate, their distance depending upon 
the speed of the runner on third, 
the second baseman and 
shortstop play a bit behind the

SMALL RAIL SURPLUS 
FROM JULY OPERATION 


Washington, September 2.—For 
the first time in many months goy- 
ernment Operation of the railroads 
in July showed a surplus instead of 
a deficit. 

Director General Hines announced 
today that preliminary figures of 
the mohth's business indicate net 
operating income of $77,000,000. Aft- 
er allowing one-twelfth of the an- 
nual rental due the railroad com- 
pan:es the net gain is about $2,000,- 
000 as compared with a deficit of 
$22,031,000 the preceding month, and 
$65,000,000 in February, the largest 
deficit of the year. The net loss 
to the government for seven months 
is $290,526,307. 

In calculating the surplus, how- 
ever, no account was taken of the 
wage increase offered the shop men 
and which has not been accepted by 
them. It has been estimated
